“There has been great improve. 
ment in the past year, particularly 
in recent months, in the correction 
of the three basic weaknesses,” it 
aaicd. 

No group in the nation is solely 
responsible for the weaknesses, 
the report said, continuing: 

“They have shown up clearly in 
government war agencies, as for 
example the failure of the old Of- 
fice of Production Management to 
plan in time the expansion of ba- 
sic raw materials production, and 
the intra-agency confusion and 
bickering over the synthetic rub- 
ber program.

“The commentator’s statement 
that Atlanta is not observing the

the honor system enforcement— 
| according to our information, 
which is correct, the violations ex- 
tend throughout the shortage 
area. 

“I would estimate that as many 
as 60 per cent of Atlanta’s car 
owners are driving any time they 
choose, ignoring the fact that they 
are wasting much-needed gas,” he 
went on, “and it seems to me to 
be unfair to the other 40 per cent 
'who are observing the ban. The 
ban is still in effect, and we are 
still investigating and punishing 
all cases of violation that are re- 
ported to us, though the spotters 
have been recalled.”

Milk, Ege Output 


High in February 


WASHINGTON, March 10.—(/) | 
Production of milk and eggs, two 
major foods sought in greater | 
quantities this year for war needs, | 
established new records in Febru- | 
ary despite shortages of farm labor | 
and other difficulties facing farm- | 
ers, the Federal Crop Reporting 
Board said today. 

The board’s report came on the| 
heels of a Senate Agriculture Sub- | 
committee recommendation  for| 
an immediate increase in prices’ 
of milk and other dairy products | 
as a means of forestalling what it 
described as impending shortages. 

The output of milk was esti-' 
mated at  8,380,000,000 pounds, 
compared with 8,299,000,000 in the 
same month of last year and with)

Defeated in Senate 


After Lively Debate fut Delegation 


The plan for pre-marital examinations for syphilis was_| 
defeated in the senate yesterday following a lively ‘debate. | 


The senate did, however, pass a 
‘bill providing prenatal examina- 
tions but proponents of a legislia- 
tive program aimed at control of 
venereal diseases said the teeth 
were taken out of it by an amend- 
ment exempting from examination 
“persons objecting on religious 
grounds, and who, in good faith, 
select and depend upon spiritual 
means or prayer for the treatment 
and cure of disease.’ 
Lester Amendment. . 

Premarital! features of the bill 
Jost when the senate failed to 
adopt an amendment by Senator 
William M. Lester, of Augusta. 

Originally submitted by Repre- 
sentative Max Looper, of Dawson, 
the bill was one of three provid- 
ing examinations before marriage, 
examination before childbirth and 
tightening of the laws against pros- 
titution still is pending. 

The bill passed yesterday now 
goes back to the house for con- 
-urrence. 

Senator Claude Pittman, of Car- 
tersville, speaking for the amend- 
ment requiring medical certificates 
before marriage, said “a lot of in- 
nocent dirls and some innocent 
men may be innocently infected 
and have their lives ruined.” 

Grady Lease Debate. 

“This examination should be re- 
cuired, so that everyone entering 
into a marriage contract should 
have a clean bill of health.” 

Touching off a flurry of rousing 
debate, the bill extending the Hen- 
ry Grady hotel's lease on its state 
owned site was placed on the sen- 
ate calendar for action the first 
thing today. 

The bill would add 50 years to 
the hotel’s present lease, expiring 
in 1972. on property where the 
governor’s mansion once stood. 

Senator W. Herschel Lovett, of 
Dublin, opposed acting on the 
measure so quickly, 
President Frank Gross appointed 
a committee to study all phases 
of the transaction and 
today. He named Senators Jones, 
Lester and Miuillican. 

Lovett said he had been 
ably informed” that another com- 
pany had offered the Henry Grady 
$600,000 for the present lease. 

Colleagues Warned. 

Rising earlier to a point of per- 
sonal privilege, Lovett. warned his 
colleagues not to commit them- 
selves on the bill before giving it 
plenty of consideration. 

“We are supposed to represent 
the state of Georgia,” Lovett said. 
“It is generally rumored that cer- 
tain senators get accommodations 
' at the hotel without charge, which 
is more or less inducive to their 
doing the hotel’s bidding. 

“These rumors have been pretty 
general for many years, and my 
idea in making this statement is 
to put the whole senate on notice 
that there has been a great deal 
of lobbying for this lease prior to 
introduction of the bill. It is ap- 
parent that some senators have 
been sold on the idea.” 

Real Estate Reports. 

The bill was placed on the cal- 
endar for action yesterday, but 
Floor Leader David S. Atkinson, 
of Savannah, moved to postpone 
action until today.

No Overdrafts Allowed 


In Ration Book Account 

From one checkbook they draw checks against their money ac- 
count to pay the regular bills for food purchased for the mess— 
which causes no more than the ordinary amount of worry. The other 
is the one that has them muttering to themselves. There are no 
dollars to be checked out, and no overdrafts allowed. It is a ration 
book account. 

The tough mess sergeant, then, has his worries, too, for unless 
he keeps track of his ration point “balance” carefully, the mess is 
through eating for the rest of the month. To open a ration account, 
he goes to the bank that handles the checking account for the mess 
—the money account—and deposits a ration check, given him by 


the post ration officer, which contains the exact number of points 
for rationed food to supply his mess in accordance with the month’s 
master menu compiled by the office of the quartermaster general 


in Washington. 


Ration Banking Is Service 


For Handling Paper Work 


This accomplished, he may buy food from the post commissary 
or regular markets, by writing out a check for the point value of 
his purchases as well as giving a “money” check for them. 

Ration banking is a service worked out between the OPA and 
the banking systems of the country for handling: the “paper work” 
of point rationing for institutions serving more than 50 people each 
day and for retailers and wholesalers of food. Private individuals 
and institutions operating on the “pooled book purchasing plan” 
are not eligible for these accounts.

Salary 
Causes Debate 
In State House 


Plan To Change System 
for Fred Kelly Ends in 
Compromise. 


The Georgia house of represent- 
atives yesterday engaged in a 
heated two-hour debate over a pro- 
posal to cubstitute a salary system 
of compensation for Solicitor G. 
Fred Kelley, of the northeastern 
judicial circuit, for the present fee 
system, and ended by adopting a 
compromise, which would defer 
the salary plan at least until the 
expiration of Kelley’s' present 
term, January, 1947. 

Under the originai bill Kelley’s 
salary would have been fixed at 
$6,250 a year, but under the com- 
promise it would be $8,500 a year 
and the salary program will not 
become effective until the voters 
of the eight counties comprising 
the district decide the issue in a 
referendum. 

Counties comprising the district 
are Habersham, Hall, Lumpkin, 
Rabun, Stephens, Towns, White 
and Union. 

Fee System. 


The controversy over institu- 
tion of the fee system made it 
the major local bill before either 
of the houses yesterday, with pro- 
ponents of the change urging it 
because “the solicitor is now col- 
lecting frees ranging from $1,300 
to $16,000 annually.” 

When the bill was first offered 
a move to indefinitely -postpone 
action,.-the usual move to kill a 
bill without voting directly on the 
issues involved, was defeated. The 
debate then began. 

The amended measure was ap- 
proved by the house by a vote 
of 113 for passage to 34 against, 
and it now goes to the senate for 
action of that body. 

Salary Bill. 

The salary bill was sponsored 
by Representatives Max Looper, of 
Dawson county; W. O. Sparks Jr., 
of Towns, and Epps L. Russell, of 
White. 

A proposed constitutional 
amendment permitting DeKalb 
county to levy a special one-mill 
tax for schools was approved by 
the house and sent to the senate, 
after DeKalb representatives ex- 
plained that it would not become 
effective unless ratified by De- 
Kalb voters in a special election. 
The one mill would provide about 
$28,000 a year and would be used 
to replace dwindling school funds 
in DeKalb, they said. The pro- 
posal goes to the senate for action. 

The house also agreed to a sen- 
ate amendment to a bill establish- 
civil service for about 400 
Fulton county employes, agreeing 
to the naming of the personnel 
board of three members in the 
bill. There had been a controversy 
between members of the Fulton 
delegation and Fulton county com- 
missioners over whether the bill 
would name the board or the com- 
missioners would have that right. 
Delegation members said yester- 
day that the designated board 
would have full authority to se- 
lect a personnel director without 
any suggestion “from any member 
of the legislature.” Action on the 
civil service bill sent it to the 
Governor. 

Nineteen Measures.

I want 
to move out but no one wants you 
in their home if your husband is 
in the service, and when I ask 
them why, they say that they 
don’t know whether they will get 
their money or not and will not 
rent you the rooms. I am not ab- 
soluteiy an invalid, but in order 
to get well, I must do these things. 

Why is it that some women 
think that they are so needed in 
the outer world. I would think 
that my home comes first. Where 
will these children wind up if I 
leave, and they roam the streets. 
for I am going to have to do some- 


‘thing or just plain go nuts, for it 


isn’t helping the situation a bit. 

Will you please write a piece in 
your column about what you think 
of such women. I hate to see her 
home broken up for she has a 
swell husband, but he is the kind 
that depends on me to do his 
mending and fry his eggs when 
his wife does not come home to do 
it. He does not deserve such treat- 
ment but that is their home, and 
I don’t think that I should be 
maid, slave, cook and by all means 
nurse to the neighbors children. 
She will go to some neighbor and 
ask her to go to some meeting or 
show and when the neighbor says 
I can’t I have no one to look after 
my children, she says, oh send 
them over to our house, my sister 
will keep them. Sometimes I have 
as high as eight and ten children 
at.a time to look after. My hus- 
band came home for a furlough, 
and it made him so mad he told 
me that I was going to get out and 
get a place. I told him I was writ- 
ing you and for him to watch the 
paper for your advice.

By all means leave your sister’s 
home. I am sure there is some 
place where you could board, for 
anyone with a degree of sense 
knows that a soldier’s wife will 
receive compensation. By staying

And as for your sister, I think 
she is hindering the war effo 
rather than helping it, for there 
is just as much to be done at home 
as there is at the front, and by 
the “front” in this case I mean the 
patriotic activities which you say 
she is “going wild” over.

They think 
they can leave home at the break 
of day and return at sundown 
worn out and limp as a rag by 
their war work.

she has dismissed| the foundation of life and the fu- 
| ture, it is the most important thin 


that matters. Mind you, I am not 
saying that women should not do 
war work, for everyone should do 
Nis or her part, but they should 
do the thing for which they are 
best fitted. Your sister has not 
thought of this. There are many 
things she could do at home. Rear- 
ing her children is important, for 
they represent the future genera- 
tion of man and womankind. She 
should be home studying nutriti 
which is very important at this 
time, and she should find that 
things done at home will ultimate 
ly result in not only a personal 
victory but also a victory for her 
family and their health and happi- 
ness. If she is so anxious to do 
work, she could stay home and 
do knitting for the Red Cross, to 
sight one point. She could arrange 
her schedule in order to give per- 
haps one of two afternoons a week 
to this work. Personally, I think 
she is using patriotism as an ex- 
cuse to get out and have a good 
time and be relieved of the re 
sponsibilities of the home and the 
children. 


And further, I think that you 
are hurting yourself physically as 
well as mentally by staying home 
looking after another woman's 
children and household when this 
woman is tearing around as you 
have said. 

This woman, in adidtion to be 
coming lax in her duties as a 
housewife, is also on the road to 
losing her husband, for no man 
wants to be pushed aside in favor 
of work which is not absolutely 
necessary for his wife to do.

The Stimson Speech 
Secretary of War Stimson, in his address of 
‘Tuesday night, came closer to hitting the nail 
on the head in regard to the man-power prob- 


lem than any other man who has publicly. 


expressed views on the subject. 

In effect, Secretary Stimson said it was 
illogical to hamper our war leaders by placing 
arbitrary limits on the size of the Army, until 
we had so organized our civilian resources that 
there was no wastage of labor or man power 
either in war industry or in agriculture. 


That there is much wastage at the present 
time is well known to everyone who examines 
the situation without bias. 

Whatever the cause, for instance, of absen- 
teeism in war factories, it is undoubtedly true 
that this evil reduces our war output by a 
serious quota. It may be poor management, it 
may be improper allocation of material, it may 
be partially blameable to the workers them- 
selves. It doesn’t matter what is the cause, OF 
whether it is the resuls- of many causes, there 
ean be no talk of shortage of labor in war 
industry until the absentee evil is eliminated, 
or at least drastically eased. 

Some—not all—labor unions are mistakenly 
insisting upon maintenance of rules which were 
adopted during the years when unemployment 
was the national trouble. These rules were 
made to so limit the work a man did in one 
week that employment of others would be re- 
quired. The so-called “spread the work” rules. 
Further there are many instances of mer who 
do practically nothing, but whose employment 
is a requirement under union contracts. 

There can be no reason in talk of lack of 
man power until every worker is permitted to 
put forth his best effort for at least 48 hours 
of every week. 

Furthermore there are riany, both men and 
women, who have not yet contributed their 
labor to any worth-while task at all. Some are 
employed in non-essential occupations. Some 
are not employed at all. There is a great reserve 
pool among women who have never worked in 
the past and who still cling to the peacetime 
assumption that they are not expected to 
engage in productive labor outsid? of their 
homes. | 

There are many young people, below draft 
age and still in school, who can contribute their 
labor to the national cause during vacations 
and at other times when school work does not 
interfere. 

The call for men for the armed services, 
even at the highest total yet suggested, asks 
only approximately one out of 14 of our popu- 
lation. Other nations have much greater pro- 
portions of their populations under arms. And 
mo man dare state that the United States 
cannot do what any other nation can do. 

We have as yet untapped resources of labor, 
of both sexes, and we have many thousands now 
employed who are unable to give their best 
effort. Until both these lags are eliminated, it 
is, as Secretary Stimson made plain, fantastic 
to curtail the size of the Army on plea of lack 
of men.

LET’S MODERNIZE 
(From The Valdosta Times.) 

The proposal that a new constitution be 
adopted by the state of Georgia is one that merits 
the serious consideration of every. thoughtful citi- 
zen. The present document is completely out of 
date and there are strong reasons why a new 
and modern one should be adopted.

We feel certain that the vast 
majority of Georgians would like to see our con- 
stitution modernized and brought up to date. 

Any new constitution that might be proposed 
must be submitted to the people for approval. 
If a new one is drawn in keeping with today’s 
needs, the Times is confident that the people will 
give it their approval. 


WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. : 


POLITICAL DREAMING WASHINGTON, March 10.—On 
the theory that the war will still 


be going on next year and that Mr. Roosevelt will again be the 
nominee of his party, some of the political crystal-ball gazers are 
projecting a thesis whereby Democratic control of the government 
may be continued for at least three more presi- 
dential terms. 

The thesis is admittedly somewhat far- 
fetched, but nevertheless it has enough ele- 
ments of plausibility about it to make it an 
interesting topic of speculation. 

It is built on a theme of Wendell! L. Willkie 
being turned down for the Republican presi- 
dential nomination and later drafted as the 
Democratic vice presidential candidate under a 
commitment from President Roosevelt to resign 
after the war is over, or before the expira- 
tion of his fourth term, so as to permit the 
Indiana man to become chief executive. 

Such a development, it is argued, would 
come about as near insuring Mr. Roosevelt’s 
re-election as anything that could happen. 

It would offer to the country a real bi- 
partisan ticket which would have a tremen- 
. dous appeal on the score of national unity 
during the period of the war. 

That Mr. Willkie would accept such an arrangement may be 
assumed without asking. He could do so without in the least 
stultifying his position as a Republican presidential aspirant or 
as a past Republican presidential nominee. On the subject of 
foreign policy, he and Mr. Roosevelt have seen eye to eye from 
the beginning. Their differences over the New Deal domestic pro- 
gram have been one of method rather than principle. 


ANOTHER EX-REPUBLICAN By the same token, Mr. 


Roosevelt could with im- 
punity ask the Democrats to place Mr. Willkie on the ticket with 
him. Actually, he did about the same thing last time in insisting 
on the nomination of Vice President Wallace, a former Republican. 

In Mr. Willkie’s case, the pill would be less objectionable to 
old-line Democrats for the reason that Mr. Willkie, prior to 1940, 
had been a lifelong Democrat. 

It goes without saying, of course, that a Roosevelt-Willkie 
ticket, under the arrangement. suggested, would go further in 
cementing the various conflicting elements in the Democratic party 
than anything that could be devised. It would appeal to New 
Dealers and conservatives alike. 


WILLKIE’S CHANCES The present outlook is that Mr. Will- 


kie will go into the next Republican 
national convention with an outside strength of some 300 delegates, 
depending on what he is able to win in the state preferential pri- 
maries. Unless there is a striking change of heart on the part of 
the old-liné Republican leadérs, who, next to Roosevelt, still regard 
him as the No. 1 enemy of the party, he will not be able to go 
much beyond that figure.

More particularly if the offer were 
linked with a commitment from the President to resign before the 
end of his term, which would carry the assurance of Mr. Willkie 
being President. 

Now, the beauty about an arrangement of the kind, as seen by 
Democratic strategists, is that it would tend to open the way for 
the New Deal party to continue in control of the presidency until 


perhaps : 1956. 
HOW IT WOULD WORK It would work out this way. As- 


suming that the war is over and 
the problems of peace have been adjusted by 1946, which is three 
years off, Mr. Roosevelt would resign and open the way for Mr. 
Willkie to carry on for the remaining two years of the term. 
When 1948 rolled around, there would be nothing for the Demo- 
crats to do but nominate Mr. Willkie for a full term. All things 
being equal, it should be easy for the Democrats to elect him. 
Come 1952 dnd Mr. Willkie could readily lay claim to another 
term of four years on the grounds that he had not served two full 
terms. Strictly speaking, he would not be violating his position 
in opposing the Roosevelt third term. If he were elected to a 
second full term, that would extend Democratic control of the 


White House until 1956. 

WOULD UNITE PARTY Because of the many schisms in 
the party, many Democrats 

doubt that it would be possible to elect President Roosevelt or 

any Democrat next year but for the war issue. Putting Mr. Willkie 

on the ticket would change the outlook completely. 

Not only would the party be united behind such a ticket, but it 
would draw from Republican sources of support. Mr. Willkie, by 
catering to minority groups since 1940, has built up a personal 
following that is, perhaps, greater than any other figure in the

for butter and will not be able to 
meet the demand, we still have 
on our books federal and state 
laws against margarine which 
some medical authorities have in- 
dorsed as a good substitute. It is 
made of both animal fat and vege- 
table oils derived from _ cotton- 
seed, the soybean and coconuts 
and, in some cases, of a mixture 
of both. In some cases, too, it con- 
tains a proportion of real butter. 

There is a strong prejudice or 
superstition against margarine, a 
hangover from the _ sensational 
pure food and drug crusade of 40 
years ago when pious deacons and 
old ladies of faultless purity would 
get cockeyed on patent medicines 
to cure the misery, never suspect- 
ing that they were rum pots, and 
mothers would quiet their teeth- 


ing babies with slugs of opium. 
Some of the oleo was misrepre- 
sented as real butter and much of 
it was sold as butterine and, no 
doubt, in those experimental days 
it did contain some fragment of 
hide, hoof and horn and some of 
it turned rancid. 


Taking advantage of 
this, the dairy states 
lobbied through federal 
legislation to restrict 
the sale of margarine and cast 
suspicion on it for the benefit of 
the dairy industry. Although its 
parole report has been excellent 
since then, people nevertheless re- 
member that margarine once was 
indicted by the grand jury, so to 
speak, and got a suspended sen- 
tence, 

The federal government requires 
a tax of one-fourth of a cent a 
pound from the manufacturer and 
a license tax of $6 a year from 
the retailer and various states 
have tariffs running from five to 
15 cents a pound. 

Pennsylvania collects $500 a 
year from each jobber and $100 
from each retailer in addition to 
his $6 fee for the federal license. 
The result is that, in Pennsylvania, 
about 70 per cent of the margarine 
is sold by chain stores and com- 
paratively few independent deal- 
ershandleitatall. Montana collects 
$1,000 a year from the distributor 
and $400 from the retailer. In 
Minnesota, the tariff is 15 cents a 
pound on margarine containing 
less than 65 per cent of animal 
fat: Wisconsin, Nebraska and 
Washington state collect 15 cents 
a pound on all margarine, and the 
rate is 10 cents in North Dakota 
and Wyoming and a nickel in 
Idaho, Utah and Iowa. 

Mississippi requires a $10 li- 
cense fee for retailers, which is 
not prohibitive but just an in- 
Sinuation, but Oklahoma and Ten- 
nessee recently have repealed their 
tariffs which made the consumer, 
not the seller, pay 10 cents a 
pound for the protection of the 
dairy industry. This was done in 
recognition of the butter shortage, 
but also in deference to the cotton 
industry which sells seed for oleo.

cents, but the margarine manu- 
facturers with whom I have been 
conferring and who, I trust, would 
not take advantage of my inno- 
cence, claim that any tariff above 
five cents a pound, whether it is 
collected at a rate per pound or 
by means of a high license fee, 
makes the cost prohibitive for a 
product which is, frankly; a sub- 
stitute for butter which, naturally 
is preferred as being the genuine 
article. Butter was here first, and 
has a fine reputation and the sub- 
stitute has hard going. _ 
Margarine is sold uncolored, al- 
though most butter is artificially 
colored so as to present the year-

natural only in the spring, and 
some butter is artificially flavor- 
ed, too. However, vegetable color- 
ing matter is sold with margarine 
to be mixed in by the consumer 
if he wants to. It appeals only to 
the eye, though. It makes no dif- 
ference in the quality or taste, and 
if butter were sold without color- 
ing, it would not be perceptibly 
gayer in appearance than mar- 

garine, ten months of the year. 
Recently, the same federal gov- 
ernment which stigmatizes mar- 
garine by the tax and the retail 
license fee, has been buying quan- 
tities of it, nevertheless, for the 
fighting men simply because there 
is not nough butter to be had. The 
Thomas E. Wilson Company, pack- 
ers, now can supply only about 25 
per cent of the business tendered, 
so perhaps we will be lucky to get 
even marge, as the British call it, 
by the end of the year. The John 
F. Jelke Company, whose product 
is made solely of vegetable oil, has 
sold about 25 carloads to the 
Army in the last few weeks. The 
government will take, for all pur- 
poses, including lend-lease, more 
than 100 million pounds this year.

medical opinion to defend the 
virtues of his own goods or dis- 
parage the other man’s. Thus, the 
dairyman probably can cite learn- 
ed verdicts that margarine is axle 
grease and unfit food for man or 
beast, which would be a harsh 
arraignment of the Army in view 
of the purchases for soldiers. 

On the other hand, the mar- 
garine producers have medical 
opinions which insist that oleo is 
practically leaping with vitamins 
and suggest that the tariffs and 
other fees were imposed not for 
the public protection, but as trade 
restrictions of doubtful legality 
under the constitution. 

Anyway, if margarine is bad for 
people, no tariff makes it any 
better. It makes it cost that much 
more and gives people an idea 
that they are eating something not 
quite good, a depressing prospect 
considering that reasonably soon 
most of us will have to come to it.

The more you learn of mankind’s leaders, from ancient times 
until the present, the more you will be convinced that humility is 
an element of true greatness. 

Reading William Allen White’s output for only a few days, you 
might wonder how he became a national institution, but he has 
proved his quality by half a century of good work. Though parti- 
san, he is always fair. And despite the praise of the big men of two 
generations, he is still modest. In his disarming, s way, he 
admits being part jackass, and he frankly confesses having played 
the fool when he has been wrong. At 75, with 15 good. books to his 
credit, he is still humble and plain and unassuming. 

Consider by contrast some Johnny-come-lately commentator 
spoiled by sudden fame. Standing before a mike with the breast- 
plate of righteousness buckled on his little buzzum, he sounds like 
a voice from Sinai. He feels infallible and he has a mission to 
instruct the leaders of the world. The radio gives him power but 
nothing can give him greatness, for he is conceited to his marrow 
and there is no humility in him. 

Some years ago a little man won fame by reforming the adminis- 
tration of his city;s government, which had been notoriously corrupt. . 
The nation expected great things of him, but power and praise went 
to his head and he went the way of all little men in high place. 
He is a failure in the midst of success for want of the saving grace 
of humility. 

The theory that humility is essential to greatness seems disputed 
by the fame of conquerors, but these are great only in power to do 
evil. A murderer and thief is not made great by multiplying 
murders and stealing much. 

People may develop greatness or learn humility, but the capacity 
for both is born in them. And while ordinary men may rise above 
failure, only the rare ones can survive success. 

The world is quick to recognize and punish swell-head. And 
the gifted person who wins sudden fame or power, or has it thrust 
upon him in time of turmoil, is likely to fall as quickly as he rose 
if he shows signs of thinking himself the great l-am. 

He will learn humility the hard way, but it is usually too late, 
“What a fool I am” indicates growth. “What a fool I was” is often

COLUMBUS, Ga., March 10.— 


\In the face of stout opposition of 


the Columbus-Phenix Ministerial 
Alliance, the city commissioners 
on Tuesday voted to lease about 
12 acres of land to M. B. Lamb 
and C. D. Shine “for horse shows 
an’ a race track.” The city stip- 
ulated that the track will be 
closed if it develops that there 
is violation of the gaming or oth- 
er laws of Georgia. 

The ministers protested it as a 
dangerous move that would “make 
every honky-tonk a booking 
agent.” Speaking for the commis- 
sioners Jesse Binns said “we're 
positive that there is no ulterior 
motive to encourage gambling at 
the horse shows. These men ap- 
pealed to use for the lease to op- 
erate a sport similar to baseball 
or other recreation particularly for 
soldiers. We cannot accuse them 
of being untruthful and we must 
believe their sincere interest. How- 
ever, City Attorney Worsley has 
been instructed to write into the 
resolution stipulations that will 
enable the city to close the track 
immediately if it runs into more 
than sporting events.” 

Terms of the lease set the ren- 
tal at $50 a month annually and 
directed that the city incur no lia- 
bility or expense. The track will 
be located on Lumpkin boulevard, 
southeast of the municipal airport. 
The lessors have described the 
new improvements to _ include 
fences, stables, stands and other 
structures required for horse 
shows and racing, all of which 
have been approved by the com- 
mission.

Build Stamina 


PHILADELPHIA, March 10.— 
(P)—The enemy has tossed plenty 
of bombs around on Malta—called 
the most blasted spot in the world 
—but there’ve been more soccer 
and tennis balls hurled there dur- 
ing this war than explosives. 

Commander J. S. Barry, of the 
British Royal Navy Submarine 
Forces, said so yesterday, in em- 
phasizing the value of competitive 
sports in the training and condi- 
tioning of fighting men. 

Commander Barry spoke before 
the Philadelphia Optimist Club 
after Lieutenant J. B. Bengston, 
United States Navy Bureau of 
Aeronautics, voiced a plea for the 
continuance of competitive athlet- 
ics, which he said make young 
men better subjects for training 
in all branches of warfare. 

“Perhaps you'll find it hard to 
believe, but sports still go on in 
Malta,” Commander Barry said. 
“Dugouts or air-raid sHelters are 
handy to the football fields. 
That'll give you an idea of the 
value we put on sports. 

“Four days after the British had 
chased the Italians out of Somalli- 
land, the British navy had con- 
structed a football (soccer) pitch. 
British and American servicemen 
have engaged in athletics at every 
port at which I have ever stop- 
ped.” 

Lieutenant Bengston, stationed 
at the Iowa Preflight Training 
School, said the Navy had found 
that athletics “develop stamina, 
agility, and above all the will to 
win. 

“Men who have engaged in 
body contact sports, such as foot- 
ball, and boxing, are much easier 
to train. 

“Boxing teaches our boys how 
to take a hard wallop and come 
back for more. 

“Football, in which every pilot 
candidate must compete, builds 
confidence. 

“Soccer develops endurance and 
co-ordination, and swimming is of 
vital importance. ... 

“It has already been adequately 
proved that people in good physi- 
cal condition think better and 
fight better than those physically 
untrained.”
